quired $7,477,869 of 

equipment from the Depart-

ment of Defense through the 

1033 Law Enforcement Sup-

port Office (LESO) program.  

Including the 

equipment ac-

quired this year, 

Colorado agen-

cies currently 

have the use of 

$ 2 5 , 4 5 0 , 1 0 9 

worth of equip-

ment that be-

longs to the De-

partment of De-

fense. 

Rather than pay that full value 

for the equipment, agencies 

only paid for transportation. In 

a great deal for taxpayers, this 

equipment is helping to stretch 

the budgets of local law en-

forcement agencies across the 

state.

the 1033 Law Enforcement 

Support Office (LESO) Program 

annual inventory certification 

process. The online certifi-

cation process must be 

completed by December 

15 in order for agencies 

to remain compliant with 

the 1033 LESO Program.  

This is our opportunity to clean 

up the online records so that 

they match the physical world. 

Contact our office to correct 

any discrepancies between the 

physical and online inventory 

numbers.  

As you know, the annual inven-

tory certification is a valuable 

tool for promoting the transpar-

ency and accountability of the 

1033 LESO Program. Keeping 

accurate records enhances the 

program’s reputation and ena-

bles us to continue acquiring 

valuable equipment. 

Statewide accountability bene-

fits every agency. Therefore, 

one late agency will hold up the 

entire state. Don’t be that agen-

cy! 

If any single agency in Colorado 

has not completed the online 

certification by the deadline, 

then the entire state will be 

suspended from acquiring 

equipment until the certifica-

tion is completed by every par-

ticipating agency. 

Three things are necessary to 

complete the inventory certifi-

cation: 

1. Current State Plan of Oper-

ation signed by the Chief 

or Sheriff 

2. Physical inspection of 

items on the agency’s 

1033 inventory list 

3. Completion of the online 

certification on FAMWEB 

LESO FEPMIS. 

After physically inspecting 

equipment, the simple online 

process takes about 10 

minutes for most agencies to 

complete.

If you need to reset your pass-

word, call 866-224-7677 op-

tion 4. Contact our office if you 

need to set up an account. 

Remember that the FAMWEB 

logon is in a pop-up window; 

disable the pop-up blocker on 

your browser if you do not see 

the logon window. 

After logging on, go to LESO 

FEPMIS. In the new window, go 

to LESO Inventory to search for 

your station and complete the 

certification.

The Law Enforcement Support Office (LESO) 

within the Department of Defense (DoD), De-

fense Logistics Agency, facilitates the 1033 

LESO program. This program allows transfer of 

excess DoD property that might otherwise be 

destroyed to law enforcement agencies across 

the United States.  

 

Section 1122 of the National Defense Authori-

zation Act authorizes state and local agencies 

to purchase equipment and supplies in support 

of counter-drug, homeland security, and emer-

gency response activities through federal 

sources of supply. Agencies can take advantage 

of the volume buying power of the Federal Gov-

ernment for low prices.
